Plague France 


PARIS (AP) — A Communist 
union militant was killed today 
in a clash with riot police in a 
provincial city as student and 
striker turmoil 
threatened 
to 
plunge France into a new major 
crisis. 
In Paris, Latin Quarter uni­ 
versity students rioted and built 
barricades and appealed to the 
trade unions and people of Paris 
to join them in a mass demon­ 
stration tonight against Presi­ 
dent Charles de Gaulle’s gov­ 
ernment. 
Several thousand Citroen auto 
plant workers streamed toward 
the Labor Ministry shouting for 
“ freedom to work” after having 
been turned back from theii 
plant by strike pickets. 
Auto Plant Riot 
The prefect (governor) of the 
Sochaux region. Bernard

gon, told a news conference that 
the union member, identified 
only as Beylot, 24, was fatally 
wounded by a 
bullet in his 
chest. The prefect did not say 
who fired the shot. The bullet 
was being examined to attem pt 
to determine its origin. 
Sharp fighting between riot 
police and strikers broke out at 
the Peugeot auto plant at So­ 
chaux after workers had voted 
narrowly,

for a return to work. 
The worst fighting occurred 
when strikers overwhelmed a 
riot police oar, took guns from 
the car and set it afire. Several 
■hots rang out. 
Authorities said that, besides 
the dead man, ll strikers and 
two riot police were injured.

Student Drowned 
A real estate worker, Philippe 
Matteron, 26, was found stabed 
to death May 26 after a Paris 
Latin Quarter riot. Gilles Tau- 
tin, 17-year-old high school stu­ 
dent drowned Monday in the 
Seine River at Meulan, near 
Paris. Tau tin was with a group 
of students who were attem pt­

The student rioting early to­ 
day in Paris was touched off by 
Tautin’s death, which the stu­ 
dents blamed on the gendarmes. 
“We are not looking for a 
fight,” Jacques Sauvageot, chief 
of the National Students’ Union, 
told a news conference, “but if 
it is forced on us, we accept.**

SAIGON (AP) — The Viet 
Cong switched to daytime bom­ 
bardm ent 
of 
Saigon 
today, 
slamming some 30 big rockets 
into the heart of the city during 
the morning rush hour. The bar­ 
rage killed at least 19 Viet­ 
namese civilians and wounded 
106. 
It was the heaviest casualty 
toll—and 
the first major day­ 
time bombardment — since the 
Viet Cong began almost daily 
shelling of the capital 38 days 
ago. The barrages have killed at 
least 128 persons and wounded 
519. 
The six-foot 122mm rockets 
exploded in the vicinity of m a­ 
jor government buildings but 
did little damage 
to most of 
them. However, one landed on 
the roof of the government com­ 
munications 
headquarters 
and 
j knocked out most telecommuni­ 
cations abroad, including lines 
leased by a number of Ameri­ 
can firms. 
The barrage began about 6:15 
a.m., and a little more than five 
hours before 
Gen. William C. 
Westmoreland relinquished 
his 
command of U.S. troops in Viet­ 
nam and left for Manila, Hono­ 
lulu and Washington. 
Westmoreland told a farewell 
news conference Monday it was 
almost impossible “ to stop the 
indiscriminate firing of a few 
m ortar rounds, a few rocket 
rounds in consideration of the 
wide open and very chopped up 
and difficult country around Sai­ 
gon.” 
He conceded that “civilians 
are getting 
killed 
and some 
houses are being damaged.” but 
he added, as he has said before: 
“it’s of really no military conse­ 
quence. It does make headlines, 
I must say.”

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Advisors On Deer 
The Citizens Advisory Committee on Deer has com­ 
pleted its three years of work advising the State Con­ 
servation Commission on management of the deer herd, 
which means mostly on hunting policies. 
Hunting is the chief management tool of the state 
in regulating the herd, keeping it healthy and as pro­ 
ductive as possible under changing conditions of habitat 
and of hunting. 
The advisory committee for Conservation District 
8 was headed by Charles Sitton of Pontiac and it gave 
devoted volunteer service to the state in the three year 
period. Ix>wer Peninsula members drove up faithfully 
for meetings in the district and all members paid their 
own expenses of attendance. 
• 
* 
* 
The Conservation Commission and the Conserva­ 
tion Department must have learned a good deal from 
their experiment in counseling with informed citizens 
on the deer herd. And, conversely, the committeemen 
must have learned something from their exposures to 
the evidence and opinions of the scientists of the Game 
Division of the Conservation Department. 
We have heard some flak from Conservation De­ 
partment personnel about the creation of the advisory 
committees. Why, it was asked, would the department 
employ professionals who had made a study and career 
of game management, and then invite in lay citizens to 
dispute with them? 
* 
* 
* 
The answer, of course, is that the Conservation 
Commission is really more concerned with the hunters— 
and the rest of the public — than with the deer. If the 
state managed by some hokey-pokey to create a deer 
herd that multiplied like lemmings and at the same time 
failed to create a wholesome sport in the hunt, it would 
have failed its public charge. 
We’re inclined to believe that the extra work that 
conservation personnel did to instruct the committees 
was worthwhile. We await with interest a decision by 
the Conservation Commission on the worth of the ex­ 
periment and whether it will be continued.

The difficulty of applying modem 
knowledge so 
that it is acceptable to the lay public is one of the great 
problems of communications today. C. P. Snow, the 
British scientist and writer, 
has turned 
out a short 
shelf of books on the subject. He says we’re headed for 
trouble because our old arts culture doesn’t understand 
the new science culture we’re creating; that they even 
use different vocabularies and can’t talk to each other 
meaningfully. 
This is what we’re looking at in the failure of the 
game biologists to make their points with the hunters 
who are named to the advisory committees 
on deer. 
Some of them haven’t been converted by three years of 
service on the committee; they still think its nuts to 
shoot female deer; that you can’t enlarge the herd if 
you reduce the brood stock. 
The biologists say that eventually the number of 
deer will be determined more by how' much there is for 
them to eat — they're like humans in this respect — 
than by how many does there are to breed fawns.

There may be subtle educational influences at work 
on the advisory committee that are hard to discern. It 
was notable that, while the Never-Shoot-Does advocates 
were not converted, they tended to be less vocal. They 
were confronted in the committees with opportunity for 
full expression of their views, but in a committee of 
varying education, 
information 
and study 
habits it 
wasn’t the same as sounding off against the Conserva­ 
tion Department at the meeting of the sportsmen’s club. 
Hopefully, sportsmen will note th at the advisory 
group had men of all shades of opinion about deer killing, 
and believe that the agreement with the recommenda­ 
tions of the Conservation Department is a true concen­ 
sus. The herd is down and the department is recommend­ 
ing a smaller kill of antlerless deer, which should be 
popular, as sports club pressures are always for less doe 
shooting.

Homes Of Poor More 
Cages Than Castles 


MUSKEGON HEIGHTS (AP) 
—“Man, our theme song could 
be ‘Give me a home where the 
reaches don’t roam’,” said the 
occupant of a two-room slum 
apartment in Muskegon Heights. 
It was a typical complaint 
voiced 
by 
ghetto-d welters 
throughout 
Michigan. 
Falling 
plaster, rats and a frequent 
lack of hot water are only a few 
af the problem* faced by the 
urban poor. 
To many Negroes living in the 
state’s racial ghettoes, home is 
more like a cage than a castle. 
Some urban experts believe 
that rioters who set fire to their 
own neighborhoods are acting 
much like convicts rioting in a 
prison. In many cases, they are 
taking out their frustrations on 
the 
nearest 
targets 
around 
them. 
Among Negroes who admitted 
they took part in Detroit’s devas­ 
tating riot last summer, the No. 
I complaint was overcrowded 
living conditions, according to a 
survey conducted by two Uni­ 
versity of Michigan researchers. 
The 
study, 
taken 
for 
the 
Urban League in the two-week 
period after the riot, showed 
that crowded and substandard 
housing ranked near the top of 
the list of grievances among 
rioters and nonrioters alike. 
The National Advisory Com­ 
mission on Civil Disorders re­ 
ported that nearly two-thirds of 
all nonwhite families living in 
the central cities today are in 
neighborhoods marked with sub­ 
standard housing and general 
urban blight. 
Michigan 
is 
no 
exception. 
Negroes have voiced complaints 
about housing conditions in near­ 
ly every city in the state. 
From Bay City, where the non­ 
white population represents less 
than two per cent of the resi­ 
dents, to Flint, with an estimat­ 
ed 25 per cent, there is general 
discontent over the housing sab 
uation. 
While the recent approval of 
open housing ordinances in more 
than a dozen Michigan cities and 
by the State Legislature was 
welcomed by Negro leaders, the 
adoption of such laws is merely 
symbolic for most ghetto dwel­ 
lers. 
Under present conditions, they 
can’t afford to live anywhere 
else. 
The shortage of low-cost hous­ 
ing is critical in most cities. 
In Detroit, there has been no 
public housing constructed since 
1957, and privately constructed 
housing for the poor is all but 
nonexistent. 
In other Michigan cities, pro­ 
gress generally has been des­ 
cribed as painfully slow. 
A spokesman for the Grand 
Rapids chapter of the National 
Association for the Advancement 
of Colored 
People 
(NAACP) 
complained recently that noth­ 
ing tangible or visible had hap­ 
pened in that city’s public hous­ 
ing picture in the past four 
years. 


“In fact, there now are more 
black poor families and fewer 
places to house them,” said Dr. 
James Maher, chairman of the 
NAACP’s Housing Committee. 
Plans have been underway for 
some time for some 400 public 
housing units in Grand Rapids, 
and city officials say the first 
units may begin going up next 
fall in the Ganipa u Park area. 
But they concede that even these 
| will fall far short of actual 
needs. 
Although many Negroes feet 
that the public housing program 
leaves much to be desired, at 
the same time they are pleased 
to note the adoption of a new 
open housing ordinance by the 
city this year. 
A group of white homeowners 
failed in an attempt to collect 
enough voter signatures to force 
the matter to a referendum. 
“I’m elated that they couldn’t 
get enough signatures,’’ said 
I Grand Rapids Mayor Chris H. 
i Sonneveldt in an interview. “And 
II like to feel that if the issue 
had been forced to a vote it 
would have favored open hous­ 
ing.” 
Sonneveldt said there were 
virtually no calls or kickbacks 
to City Hall after the ordinance 
was adopted last January. 
“I may be reading too much 
into this,” he said, “but I feel 
people are beginning to face up 
to our civil rights problems.”

computer. 
In fact, the devices that flood­ 


ed the room with radar waves 
might also have activated a 
camera that would have record­ 
ed every move of the intruder 
for playback later by security 
officers. 
You’ll seldom hear very much 
about these ingenious devices, 
mainly because too much publi­ 
city about a security product is 
guaranteed to reduce its effec­ 
tiveness. But as crime and vio­ 
lence increase, so do the num­ 
ber and type of products to com­ 
bat them. 
Some of these items were 
shown to the trade recently at 
the International S e c u r i t y 
Conference, a gathering that 
impressed on the uninformed 
layman not so much the securi­ 


ty he could find in these item! 
but, instead, the elaborate ex­ 
tremes that man must use today 
to protect himself from alhet 
men. 
But the trend in security pro­ 
ducts now seems to be evolving 
away from those that meet 
force with force. Fortress-like 
strength, such as in old banks, 
loud alarms, violent weapon? 
are giving way to silent, unseen 
electronic devices. 
It might be said, in fact, that 
the business is growing up, ma­ 
turing, becoming more sophisti­ 
cated.
